The  proceeding  v.t.s  begun  at  1607. 

THE  PRESIDENTS  You  state  whet  the  matter  is. 

MR.  LAZARUS:  Yes,  sir.  On  behalf  of  the 
accused  HATA,  Shunroku,  I  asked  for  a  subpoenc  for 
one,  HARADA,  Kumakichi,  then  held  in  Singapore  by  the 
British  authorities,  end  the  subpoena  was  granted  as 
prayed.  Later,  HARADA  was  found  guilty  by  a  British 
courts  martial  and  sentenced  to  be  executed. 

Since  then,  a  person  for  end  on  behalf  rf 
the  accused  MATSUI,  has  taken  on  affidavit  from  the 
accused  HARADA  on  another  matter.  Apparently,  os  I 
am  informed  now,  the  authorities  are  prepared  to 
proceed  with  the  execution,  believing  that  the  Durp- 
ose  of  the-  subpoena  has  been  executed  by  the  taking 
of  this  one  affidavit. 

A  v/eek  ago  I  gave  the  questions  to  be  asked 
and  the  subject  of  the  affidavit  to  be  token  to 
Captain  Parsons,  the  chief  investigator  for  the  de¬ 
fense,  end  he  is  preparing  to  go  to  Singapore  within 
n  few  deys  to  take  the  affidavit  for  us. 

I  now  learn  through  Colonel  Henley  that 
perhaps  we  may  be  too  late  that  way  and  that  the 
British  are  prepared  to  proceed  with  the  execution 
unless  they  hear  in  some  way  from  this  Tribunal, 
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cskinp  them  to  hold  off;  rnd  I  :m  here  respectfully 
renucstlnp  that  the  Tribune  1  indicate  in  some,  mrnner 
thrt  it  rccucsts  that  the  execution  be  steyed  for  a 
little  while  longer. 

THE  PRESIDENT :  I  must  fix  r  time,  Mr. 

Lazarus. 

MR.  LAZARUS:  I  see,  sir. 

THE  PRESIDENT;  Until  what  time  do  you  sug¬ 
gest  I  ask  them  to  delay  the  execution? 

MR.  LAZARUS :  Sir,  I  cm  told  thrt  Captain 
Persons  will  loeve  within  the  week.  Now,  whe  t 
transportation  difficulties  ho  might  encounter  end 
when  he  will  arrive,  I  do  not  know,  sir. 

LIEUT.  COLONEL  HANLEY:  He  indicated  to  me 
thet  he  would  not  be  certain  of  arriving  there 
before  1  May. 

MR.  LAZARUS:  Which  would  be  approximately 
three  weeks  from  now. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Will  one  month  be  ell  right? 

HR.  LAZARUS:  I  think  so,  sir. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Then  I  v/ill  request  the 
authorities  to  defer  the  execution  for  one  month 
from  this  date  to  enable  the  affid?vit  to  be  taken 
from  the  condemned  on  behalf  of  the  accused  HATA. 

HR.  L>.Zj.RUS:  Thank  you,  sir. 
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THE  PRESIDENT s  Thrt  is  nil  I  ccn  do,  Is 
that  satisfactory? 

KiR.  LAZARUS i  Yes,  sir.  I  was  going  to  sny 
that  it  might  be  a  little  close,  one  month  from 
todey,  if  he  ernnot  get  there  before  the  1st  of 
Hey.  Does  the  President  think,  perhaps  — 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  you  ccn  make  a 
further  affidavit. 

I!R.  LAZARUS:  I  hope  it  will  not  be  neces¬ 
sary.  Thank  you  very  much.
